Goulden and Goldfogle of New York 
anil U n derwood and Craig of Alabama. 
There were lot members who voted 
for the motion of Representative Len­ 
root of Wisconsin, that

agree to the senate bill with an amend­ 
ment' patting Section 9 into effect at 
•once, as r« ommended by President 
Taft in his special message to the 
house, instead of at the expiration of 
sixty days, as is provided by both tile 
senate and house bills. 
But 162 mem­ 
bers responded to the dramatic appeal 
of 
Representative 
Mann of 
Illinois 
that the bill be sent to conference and 
perfected. 
The vote on Lenroot’s proposition 
was rather split up all around. 
Five 
pretty regular Republicans voted for 
the senate bill, leaving the organiza­ 


tion temporarily tor the purpose! They 
were Martin of South Dakota, Crow 
of .Missouri. Foelkner of New York, 
Keustermann of Wisconsin and M ur­ 
phy of Missouri. 


Not Always Entirely Regular. 


Every one of these members has 
not always been entirely regular, but 
none has been classed as an out and 
out progressive.
